York. It is a job performed every day by sur- 
gical teams all over the country, but this par 
ticular operation is different in a slight, al- 
most unnoticeable way 

From time to time, as the operation pro- 
VTCSSCS qorie ol the clon tors fills a svringe and 
bathes the surgical wound with a fluid that 
looks like water. The chief surgeon pauses Ire 
que ntl to wash his rubber gloved hands in a 
basin containing the same watery solution 
Surgical instruments that have touched the 
patient's tissues are immersed in the fluid 

This is humdrum business, far less dramat 
id than cutting out a diseased section olf the 
body. But it is representative of « xperiment il 
methods to control hitherto unavoidable risks 
in Cancer surgery 

1 he risk is that live cance! cells may escape 
and spill into the body during the operation 
Cancer cells are infinitesimal seeds of malig 
nant life that can spre ad and plant new can 
cel colonies in the body This can happen 
whether the pate nt is operated on or not, ol 
course, and it is one reason why early diae- 
nosis and treatment offer the best chance of 
cure 

Sometimes, 4 patient recovering trom sur- 
gery which apparently removed every vestige 
of cancer succumbs to recurrent cancer. Why? 
Ihe full answer is hidden in the mystery of 
cancer itself. But there is growing suspicion 
that some failures may result, not from any 
lack of meticulous surgical skills, but from 
“seeding by invisible cancer cells that es- 
cape during operation 


Washings taken from surgical wounds after 


a cancer operation contain free cancer cells in 
enough instances to suggest that these escaped 
“seeds” play a part in local recurrence of can- 
cer, In one study at the National Institute of 
Health, washings from 113 patients contained 
cancer cells in 31 cases, suspicious cells in an- 
other 16. Cancer varies in its tendency to 
spread, and the danger of cell spillage at any 
particular operation is not known. But the 
need to evaluate the hazard, and take steps to 
overcome it, has been recognized in research 
grants made by the American Cancer Society 

Bold preventive measures are already in ex- 
perimental use in a few clinics. One of the 
most recent and most hopeful tee hniques was 
used for the first time in St. Albans Naval 
Hospital. The essence of the new measure is 
contained in those basins filled with what

| he “water” is a very special sort of solution 
lt contains a drug known as Clorpactin XCB 
which can kill, very speedily, all free cancer 
cells with which it makes contact. Many 
drugs such as formaldehyde or bichloride of 
mereury can do that, too, but they are too 
toxic for use in raw wounds. The blessed trait 
of Clorpactin is that concentrations which are 
unfailingly deadly to isolated cancer cells are 
utterly harmless to body tissues and organs. 
You could drink the stuff with perfect safety 
At the St. Albans Naval Hospital, the drug 
solution is used in cancer surgery to fill 
wounds and cavities to the brim, to flush out 
the operative area, to destroy loose cancer 
cells which may adhere to the surgeon’s 
gloves or to instruments. The solution is used 
in copious quantities, but this did not begin 
until careful tests gave assurance that large 
amounts of the solution, in carefully measured 
concentrations, could work no injury on the

So you insure against 
that loss. You buy collision insurance. And most 
Americans have been buying this with a $50 
deductible clause. 

Chis means you pay the first $50 of loss, The 
insurance company hands over the rest, up to 
the actual cash value of the car. Why take this 
deductible? Because, for one thing, it would 
quadruple your insurance bill to get rid of it 
And for another, a $50 loss isn’t a catastrophe 
It isn’t wise to pay a lot to guard against the pos- 
sibility of a small loss 

But insurance experts are not buying $50 de- 
ductible. Almost to a man they answered the 
question about their collision insurance, “We 
buy $100 deductible 

“Complete coverage became too costly years 
ago,’’ says one expert. “And now $50 deductible 
costs too much. In today’s economy, people who 
can buy new cars can risk a $100 loss.”’ 

In a typical case in one city, you pay $34 for 
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ordinary $50 deductible collision 
$100 deductible costs just $18 
See what this means. You pay $16 for $50 


msurance, 


worth of insurance. Common sense tells you 


something is wrong with this--especially when 
the next $18 buys protection for the entire re- 
maining value of your car! 

**Does it make sense to take even more of the 
risk yourself ” experts were asked 

Most did not think so. But a few did. Several 
were buying $150 or $250 deductible policies 

For the most part, it’s wise to buy higher de- 
ductibles in collision insurance only when you 
live in a crowded city where insurance rates are 
unusually high. Many experts in New York, for 
example, buy big deductibles 

Phis is simple economics. In our typical city, 
where $100 deductible costs $18, $150 deductible 
saves only $4 in premium, Where rates are very 
high, this saving might be bigger-—-enough to 
justify taking the extra risk 

Which deductible is right for you? First, look 
at your own finances. How much loss could you 
take without too much pain? Then chat with 
your insurance agent. Ask him to give you the 
rates on deductibles up to $250 

Until recently, many lending agencies de- 
manded $50 deductible collision coverage on 
any car for which they lent money. But today 
it’s a rare lender who won't allow $100 deducti- 
ble. If there’s a loan on your car, however, be 
sure to ask the lender about this 

“Is there any situation in which you need no 
collision insurance at all?’ the experts were 
queried [he answer was yes 

Here again you need only put your value- 
judgment to work. You insure your new cat 
against damage because of its high value Sut 
the story for a car with low value is quite different.

Frosty moonlight tale 


Research has given the axe to another old gardening 
superstition. Remember the one that says frosts are 
more likely during the full of the moon? It just isn’t so, 
says Philip Minges of Cornell University. 

Over a period of seven years, Minges checked 
weather reports from 17 different places across the 
country. During the four days preceding and follow- 
ing the full of the moon, he found frost occurring at 
same frequency as any other time during the month 

The superstition persists, he feels, because the moon 
is visible in clear weather. And, because frost is more 
likely to occur during clear weather, the two ideas 


have become associated. 


Benzac ties up bindweed 


Jindweed may finally have met its match in Benzac, a 
new chemical which is more formally known as pols 
chlorobenzoic acid. 

Benzac does an effective job of killing the tops and 
also keeps resprouting to a minimum 

It has its drawbacks, though. It lasts a long time in 
the soil, and so may remain injurious to other plants 
for several months. As a result, it can be used only in 
areas that won't be cultivated during the growing sea 


son in which it’s applied 


If this long waiting period is out of the question, 
hand pulling can also be effective. But there’s a science 
to it 

When new sprouts appear, don’t pull them up right 
away. Let them grow for about 10 days. This growth 
exhausts food stored in the root, and weakens the 
plant. After 10 days, the new top makes more food 
than is necessary for plant use, and reserves in the 
roots are restored 

For complete control, two or three years of this hand 
pulling will be needed.
